That Won Indorsement. 
The report of the committee embodied in 
this resolution carried these four pointe:

That the present policy of the city in mat- 


ters of compensation shall not be disturbed. 


In an ordinance providing for vacation of 
any street or alley no charge is to be made 
for such vacation where the city is not acting 
under control dedicated to it. In case the city 
has held such control a reasonable compensa- 
tion shall be granted to protect the city. 

This report was submitted to the council 
and/action along these lines asked by Chair- 
man E. 8. Conway, David R. Forgan, A. C. 
Bartlett, Ald. Snow, Ald. E. F. Cullerton, 
Ald. N. R. Finn, and Ald. John Burns. 


Kunz Starts; Snow Opens Fire. 

Ald, Kunz, who had been laboring under 
considerable excitement all evening because 
of the report of the Municipal Voters’ league 
denouncing him, objected to the resolution 
ot Ald. Snow and asked that he question 
go over a week. The mayor put the question 
informally and the aldermen voted to con- 
sider it at once. 

Ald. Brennan started trouble by asking 
what the people of Snow’s ward knew about 
the needs of the people in his ward. but he 
gave way to Ald. Snow, who spoke at length 
on the purposes of the commission. 

“In considering the question,” said he, 
“the one serious objection raised by those 
businesses which have railroad connections 
was the fact of the interminable delays in 
getting the legislation necessary to carry on 
their business properly. It was shown 
that some ordinances remained in committee 
a year or more. 


Promptness Matter of Justice. 

“The business interests of Chicago are 
entitled to a prompt answer one way or the 
other on their requests. The delays were 
largely due to the fact that under the counci! 
rules such requests were referred to sub- 
committees. 

Under that system a feeling of alder 
manic courtesy grew up. The alderman of 
the ward in which the track asked for was 
situated, was made the chairman of the sub- 
committee to consider it. When that alder- 
man saw fit to object or to do nothing, the 
interest seeking the franchise was debarred 
absolutely from something necessary to the 
conduct of its business. 

“The commission decided the best way to 
handle this was to create a commission of 
fifteen members to have the consideration of 
all such grants. The majority are to come 
from the west side, because so many fac- 
tories are located there. 

“Tt le the sense of my resolution that the 
four sections of the report of the commission 
stand ag the policy of the council, and that 
the committee on ryles be instructed to pre- 
pare appropriate rules for this committee.“ 


Thunders Against the M. V. L. 
Ald. Kunz wae on his feet with objections. 
He began by ettacking the Municipal Voters’ 
league amd ended that way. 

“I defy any man to say that I ever held 
up a corporation, said he. “If such hes 
been the case, put the blame where K be- 
loge. I dom’t think that the Hyde Park alk 
stockings can tell what the poor people of 
my ward want.

Everybody Forgives Everybody in 
Western Avenue Church Scandal 


ASK MERCY FOR MR. LEEK. 


Congregation Appeals to Bishop Me- 
Dowell and Begs Reinstatement. 


Before the shock of the revelations of the 
private life of the Rev. John D. Leeb bad died 
awey yesterday forgivences wae showered 
upon him and the woman, the connection of 


involved—the Western Avenue, of Which r. 
Leek was pastor for more then three years, 
and the Woodlawn Park, of which Mrs. John 
Lavender is a member—did thelr utmost to 
heal the wounde that had been caused, 

Two wives communicated—the one plead- 


ing, other granting pardon. Two hue 
did the same—one begged and the oth- 


er gave. One church said that a woman's 
penitence placed ber case beyond ite dis- 
posal and another church united to piead for 
clemency for a sentenced man from the 
ecclesiastical judges who sentenced him. 
Exchange of Letters. 

The exchange of letters between Mrs. Leek 
ami Mrs. John Lavender was not diclosed 
by efther. The minister's residence at 903 
West Adams street was closed to visitors 
all day long except to a few faithful frienda, 
Mre. Lavender, who ie the wife of the leader 
of classes in the Woodlewn church, and 
an active worker in ite affairs during the 
last ten years, also would see no one. Her 
husband—her second, whom she married ten 
years ago after her in the church 
work—wee at his residence, 6149 Woodlawn 
avenue, but would not discuss the disclosures 
that had been made. 

It was a trustee of Dr. Leek’s last church 
who found the bit of sentiment im the story. 
He was admitted to the minister's residence 
and was told the facts there. 

“Mrs. Lavender sent a messenger to Mrs. 
Leek asking her forgivemess,” he said, and 
Mrs. Leek sajd thet she bad replied telling 
her thet her forgiveness wee complete. Then 
she put her arms around her husband's neck 
and told me that their peace and happiness 
was restored to a fuller measure than it ever 
before had possessed. . 


Called a Closed Story. 


„Dr. Leek has seen Mr. Lavender and they, 
too, have reached an understanding. Mr. 
Lavender has listened to his wife's whole 
story, believes in her and the story eo far as 
these individuals are concerned is closed. 

The more unusual church action—thet of 
open forgiveness of a fault confeased—was 
taken at a special meeting of the official 
board of the Western Avenue church that 
lasted from 8&8 o'clock almost until midnight. 
There twenty-four of the twenty-five men 
voted to ask that the ousted minister be re- 
turned to his pulpit. 

The lengthy discussion was not caused by 
any differences of opinion as to the objegt to 
be attained. It was caused by debates as to 
the method of procedure. All were united 
in believing that Dr. Leek’s ministerial pa- 
pers should be returned to him, and the mi- 
nority of one destroyed unanimity only be- 
cause he believed the minister should not be 
returned to his, former pulpit. 


Adopt Resolutions. 


When the meeting, presided over by J. 
Ritchie Patterson and attended by every 
member of the board notified except Frank 
P. Richards, whom the others hold partly 
responsible for the present situation, was 
closed, resolutions appealing to the local au- 
thoritdes of the church were made buble. 

They were ae follows: 

“Whereas, Our pastor and beloved 
brother, the Rev. John D. Leek, has with- 
drawn from the Methodist ministry and 
ehurch; 

“ Whereas, Notwithstanding his peni- 
tence and his appeal for mercy, he has 
been required, to surrender his parch- 
ments; 

Resolved, That we have no desire by 
this action to dispute the authority or in 
any way aseail the integrity of the hon- 
ored officers of our church and would not 
be understood as arraigning ourselves 
against them in any way, but es wishing 
rather to inquire if it may not be possible 
80 far to reopen the decision as to give ear 
to the appeal for mercy, which is a pre- 
eminent quality of the goepel; 

Resolved, That while we would not be 


understood as looking lightly upon aay 


offense against the divine law, we believe 
with the apostle that the wages of sin is 
death and that all sin must entail suffer- 
ing, of which even now we are the sharers 
with our brother, and we recognize also 
thet the mercy of the gospel is Hfe from 
the dead, and that we feel that sonie way 
might be found whereby the splendid 
abilities and the really noble heart of Dr. 
Leek might be saved to the church and 
he himself saved from the fate to which 
the present decision seems to consign him. 

We hope that we shali not seem pre- 
sumptuous if we respectfully suggest that 
other good men have fallen into sin and 
that their penitence opened the way for 
God's immediate favor and restoring 
grace. ‘Against thee, thee alone, have 
I sinned,’ prayed one whose penitential 
psalm not only opened the way to God's 
\renewed favor, but to the continued exer-

Sent to the Bishop.

They were signed by the commit- 
tee which prepared them—Danitel O. Lents, 
Frank L. Wood, and the Rev. George A. 
McLaughiin.

a priest who violated the sanctity of a con- 
ae was heard, and he was the only 
one of the leaders in that church interviewed 
who did not announce firmly that the church 
regarded th8 case against Mrs. Lavender as 
past history. : 

Dr. Crawford Remains Silent. 

He maintained silence when questioned 
concerning any further procedures, but a 
dozen members of the official board of the 
church—trustees and stewards—declared 
that the woman would be welcomed at its 
services as warmly as ever. 

Mrs. Lavender joined the Woodlawn church 
ten years ago. At that time she was a Mrs. 
Brady, and a son by her former marriage, 
Basil Brady, recently reached his majority. 
She now is about 40 years old, and her present 
husband, who retired from business to handle 
his real estate interests In Woodlawn, is 
about 65. They have had no children. 

They met in the church, where she imme- 
diately lent her assistance to all of Mr. Lav- 
ender’s efforts. They were married eight 
years ago. When Dr. Leek was assigned to 
that pulpit ehe was a Sundey school teacher 
and later was for a ten president of the 
junior league. 

Gossip had its full sway, according to the 
church officers, but ft had disappeared after 
Dr. Leek's transfer until the unexpected ac- 
tion was brought about, it ls alleged, by Dr. 
Crawford and Frank P. Richards of the

dERMAN COMPLAINTS ON GRAIN 
HEEDED BY THEUNITEDSTATES 


Berlin Dealers Elated That Their Pro- 
tests Against Inferior Wheat Pur- 
chased Here Are Declared Justified.

BERLIN, Jan. 25.—German grain handlers 
are rejoicing over the success of the com- 
plaints lodged at Washington against the 
interior quality of American hard winter 
No. 2 wheat. The department of agricu:ture 
has just notified the Hamburg board of trade 
as follows: 

“Reporte of experts are now in course 
of preparation and the conclusions drawn 
vy them are that complaints from Puropean 
purchesers of American grain in large 
measure are justified.” 

It appears the department sent three ex- 
perts to Europe as a result of German com- 
plaints which were chiefly to the effect that 
red winter wheat wae fraudulently mixed 
with hard Mo. 2 The German trade natur- 
ally is gratified that tte position officially is 
vindicated at Washington, although it 1 
regards as ominous that the experts’ re- 
port will be. paced before the special con-

Suddenly the big Hiner loomed up out of 
the fog and the vessels came together with 
a crach. The Fiornda veered off and the 
Republic wee swallowed up again in the 
mists. A cautious search for t wae then 
begun, and k was two hours, the captain 
Said. before the Florida again located its 
partner in misfortune and began the work of 
rescue, which resulted so fortunately.

Standing out prominently is the conduct of 
Capt. Sealby of the Republic, who, true to 
the best traditions of the sea, kept his ship 
beneath him as long as there was enough of 
it afloat to afford him a foothold. And prac- 
tically all accounts agree that, aside from the 
starting of an incipient panic among the 
steerage passengers on the Florida, both 
ships forces amd passengers kept their heads 
well in the midst of most trying conditiona. 


Story of the Collision. 


The Republic, leaving New York on Friday 
with 231 frst cabin passengers for the Med- 
iterranean cruise and 211 Italians in the 
steerage, felt its way carefully up the coast, 
a litth nervous about the mist that blanketed 
the ocean. 

The ordinery precautione were taken 
against the greatest of marineterrors. Jack 
R. Binns, the wireless operator, had his ear 
in the air for news eperks. The submarine 
signals, little iron tanks on each side of the 
bow, were depended on to catch the under- 
water vibrations thrown out by the sub- 
marine bells of the lightShips. The water- 
tight compartments of. the hold had been 
locked automatically by the pressure of a 
finger, converting the big ship into so many 
little ships, each independent of the other. 
From time to time the Republic’s siren 
squawked into the fog. It kept the fog beils 
sounding. 

The passengers were little affected by the 
nervousnegs of the officers, not knowing the 
multiple dangers of the fog. The first cabin 
passengers, merry over the months to be 
spent on the warm waters of the Mediter- 
ranean and in the porte of southern Durope. 
passed the evening gayly. Capt. William I. 
Sealby remained on duty that night. 


Peril Jumps Out of Dark. 


About 5:30 o’ k on Sunday morning the 
Republic had s to latitude 40.17, longi- 
tude 70, about 176 miles east of New York and 
fifteen miles southeast of Nantucket. It was 
already swinging on the great circle which 
would take it to the Azores, to Ponta Oelgado, 
ite fret port of cali. The passengers, both 
first cabin and steerage, were in note quar- 
ters all but a few sound asleep. 

Suddenly Capt. Sealby, on the bridge, be- 
came aware of the presence of another ves- 
sel in his immediaté neighborhood. Thetoll- 
ing of a fog bell was the first intimation he 


had, but the sound, mumed and disguised by 


the intense fog, left him in doubt as to the 
exact location of the other ship. 

He ordered his quartermaster to sound the 
whistle. One long, continuous blast wae 
sounded. It said as plainly as the ship could 
talk, book out, you fellow over there. Don't 
crowd.” A shock came swiftly through the 
fog after the Republic ceased whistling, the 
fog whistle of the ship that was stumbling 
about feeling its way like the Republic. Then 
all at once before there was time for more 
precautions Sealby’s eyes {ell upon a blur to 
port thet was darker and deeper than the fog, 
a ghostly, shadowy, something which was 
headed straight for him and coming fast. 


Sharp Alarms, Then Crash. 

The Republic was marking time in the 
ocean, its screw revolving lazily, just enough 
to give it seaway. Sealby had reined his 
vessel in quickly when the answering roar of 
a fog horn rose out ot the gray waste. When 
he saw the blur moving rapidly toward the 
Republic he sounded three quick, short 
blasts, and jerked the signal lever to full 
speed. astern.” J 

Then the Reppblic shouted just once, 
“ Waughbhhbhhh—ubh!—I am going pass on 
your port side.” 

Instantly the other ship whistied once, the 
curt notification that it, too, would pase to 
port of the Republic. 

The next instant—or so it seemed—at 5:45 
o’clock, the stranger’s bow hit the Republic 
siantingly, a little aft of amidships on the 
port side, sinking itself through steel walls, 
timbers, coal bunkers, piercing to the engine 
room and crushing five staterooms as a man 
crushes an empty cigaret box in the palm of 
his hand. 

The Republic was pointing a little south of 
east, its nose toward the Azores. The stranger 
heading for New York, was proceeding south- 
west. Some ot the Republic’e people say the 
Florida wae traveung pretty fast, ripping 
along through the fog at nine or ten knots. 
Its speed was difficult to estimate, it loomed 
up so suddenly, but from the size and the 
depth of the wound its prow dealt the Repub- 
lic, even with the |! drive of a quar- 
tering blow, it wae apparent to those on 
board the bigger vessel that it wasn’t drift- 
ing by any means. 

Not a Sign of Panic. 


The accident was followed by an exhibition 


of coolheaded discipline and capability on the 


part of the officers and crew of the Republic,

Mr. Murphy, huried to the floor by the 
shock, felt for his wife in darkness. He 
darkness he 
found that she was weighted down by jagged 
ende of steel plates that had been ripped loose 
and forced through the walls of the state- 
room. He lit matches one after another. 
and dy their faint glow he managed to litt 
from his wife's body the pieces that were 
hurting her most. It was found later that 
her might leg was broken in three places, 
that two ribs were fractured, and that she 
was badly cut about the abdomen. 


Republic Carries Down Dead. 

The Mooneys had retired at about the same 
time, Mr. Mooney taking the sofa. Broken 
steel driven in through the walls pierced Mr. 
Mooney'’s body in a dosen places. Exactly 
the same thing happened to Mrs. Lynch. 

Some time afterwards the bodies of Mr. 
Mooney and Mrs. Lynch were placed in her- 
metically sealed coffins: These were not 
transferred to the Florida, and they went 
down with the Republic when the ship sank 
off No Man's Land on Sunday night. 

Mr. Lynch was too badly hurt to be carried 
on board the Baltic from the Florida. They 
were able to care for him on board the Nor- 
ida. 

One of the most interesting incidents of 
the story was the transference of Mrs. Mur- 
phy and Mrs. Griggs from the Republic to 
the Florida and from the Florida to the 
Baltic. Stout armed sailors wrapped the 
two injured women in blankets, carried them 
up and down perpendicular ladders; held 
them safe from further harm in the perilous 
trips the little boats made from ship to ship, 
and delivered them to the doctors no worse 
than they had seen, although that was bad 
enough. 

Wounded Sent to Hospitals. 

Mrs. Murphy and Mrs. Griggs, together 
with Woodward, the steward, were sent to 
St. Vincent's hospital when the Baltic ar- 
rived at the pier. The Chase National bank 
sent men to meet the Murphys and Mrs. 
Griggs and see to their comfort. 

Not even the swift tongues of the rescued 
passengers, eager to narrate their curious ex- 
perfences, could more than sketch roughly 
the picture the corridors of the Republic pre- 
sented in the first few minuteé after th 
crash. 

There were few who were daring enough to 
put on all of their clothes. Men and women 
caught up with the utmost haste what gar- 
ments happened to be handiest. Some of 
the women went to the promenade deck ang 
staod for hours in bare feet, in night dresses, 
protected from the raw cold by men’s coats 
or a skirt that had been snatched up. Many 
of the men were able to get intp their trous- 
ers and shoes and had to be content with 
their fur coats for other covering. 

It was a crowd of motley array that the 
cool officers and stewards assembled finally 
on the promenade deck to walt for whatever 
. might happen. 

Girl Tells of Experience. * 

The experience of a Pittsburg girl, Miss 
Ruth Miller, the daughter of Reuben Miller, 
was similar to that of scores of others. She 
was aroused to wakefulness by a crash that 
sounded as if the day of judgment had come. 
She felt upon her face a rain of cement, 
broken glass, and splinters, then a dash of 
cold sea water, which alarmed her more than 
anything else. Over her head the ceiling was 
bending down under a great weight and she 
feared that it might sink and crush her at 
any second. It was black dark: All of the 
lights of the ship had died within a minute 
after the collision. 

Miss Miller called to her mother in the same 
room with her and to her father, who was in 
the adjoining stateroom. They answered in- 
stantly that they were unhurt. She hed 
never felt so happy in her life as when she 
heard the voices of her father and mother. 

When the Millers looked for their clothes 
they found that the garments had been flung 
helter-ekeiter all over the cabin. There was 
no time to search in the dark. They wrapped 
themselves in overcoats, skirts, and what- 
ever their fingers touched. Luckily they 
were able to find their shoes by feeling along 
the well. Guided by a steward. who spoke 
as quietly and evenly as if he were taking 
an order for luncheon, the Millers went up 
to the promenade. . 


: Everybody’s Clothes Are Mixed. 

There, exposed to the wet and cold, except 
for the hurricane deck „ all of the 
Republic’s passengers gathered half an hour 
after the Republic was rammed. The stew- 
ards and cabin servants, as rapidly as pos- 
sible, made trips to the staterooms, catching 
up whatever garments their hands fell upon, 
and took them up to the promenade for dis- 
tribution. 

What clothes the cabin crew could garner 
were given to the women and mea who were 
most scantily dreesed. There was no ques- 
tion of any one’s getting his own coat. 

Daylight discovered some of the queer com- 
binations and ridiculous fits that developed 
from the haphazard selection and distribu- 
Aion. More than one man thanked his lucky 
stars that he had a woman's skirt wrapped 
around his shoulders, and several women had 
been dressed in trousers and coats by the 
women cabin attendants. 

The danger and discomfort were not potent 
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speech, talking ag ealiny ap ithe were tel 
ing a story at his own dinner table. 

“T want you to know.“ he ‘said, “that 
there is no immediate danger, but prudence 
dictates that the passengers be traneferred 
to the vessel which struck us.” 

Somebody clapfed his hands loudly in the 
silence which fell after the captain's re- 
assuring talk, and the crowd took up the 
applause, eagerly giving e round 


hurrah. 

The ublic’s boats deen , 
from thé davits within five minutes after the 
collision—let down without a hitch alt, a 
single detail of the perfect discipline dis- 
played by Sealby’s men. At 8 o'clock the 
captain ordered the passengers into the 
boats. The Florida was lying about 1,000 
feet from the Republic, its broken nose 
pointed to the west. 

The fog still lay over the sea, and the work 
of transshipping was the most ticklish’ busi- 
ness imaginable. The officers of the Repub- 
lic, guarding two gangways, sent down the 
women and what few children there were 
first, of course, loading them into the boats 
with the utmost care. 

All “Classes” Wiped Out. 


The men followed, the cost of their ticketa 
making no difference in precedence. Italians 
and Slevs, voluble from excitement, went 
into the boats shoulder to shoulder with the 

self-contained passengers from the first 
cabin. From twenty-five to thirty were taken 
in each boat at a time and at 11 o'clock all 
of the Republic’s passengers had deserted 
her. os ‘ 

Capt. Sealby and his entire crew remained 
aboard for the time devising plans of sum- 
moning ald. 

The Florida wae not a pleasant haven, even 
in the stress of danger. It is a third class 
boat and its crew had no longing for pretty 
white decks. It was dirty to the eye and foul 
to the nose of the passengers from the Re- 
public. The Republic's people were fear- 
fully hungry, but the luncheon they got

eaten out of indifferently clean tins) — 
the Republic’s passengers to lose appetite. 
gs Fc did little complaining, however, be- 
cause the Italians were so evidently sympe- 
thetic and so anxious to beip that it wauid 
have been the limit of ingratitude to grumble 
at the grub.

Spirits Begin to Sag. 

Presently the high spirite of the morning 
sagged. The uncomfortable.waifs of the 
Republic lost some of the courage they had 
armed themselves with in the early morning. 
The stories told on every hand added to the 
depression. The mews of the deaths of Mrs. 
Lynch and Mr. Mooney became generally 
known. The ship they were on was battered 
and leaking. Ip fact, before the Florida's 
crew got a patch rigged up and the pumps 
working successfully the steamship listed 
alarmingly, or so it seemed to the people. 

To make everything worse, the cabin crew 
of the/Republic came aboerd the Florida 
at 4 in the afternoon with the news that the 
captain had sent them away because he 
believed the Republic to be sinking. Sealby 
and his sailors staid on their ship. 

The Florida, with upwards of 2,000 persons 
aboard, was greatly overcrowded. Every- 
body was uncomfortable and unhappy. The 
Florida hed no wireless apparatus and the 
only means of communication with the Re- 
public was by the whistle and the bells. 
These were sounded constantly on both boate 
that they might not lose each other in the 
fog. Both were drifting. 


Gigantic Baltic Lights Gloom. 

About 7 o'clock the Republic’s people on the 
Florida were thrilled. A great steamship 
was standing in near the Republic. Petty 
officers of the Republic told them In all llkeli- 
hood it was the Baltic. “The newcomer was lit 
up from stem to stern, 700 feet of electrics 
blazing out in the mist. The anxious folk 
huddled on the Florida thought it was the 
finest sight they had ever seen in their lives. 

In the meantime, over through the fog, 
there were interesting things going forward. 
The wireless was showing its real worth. 
Not knowing how long his ship could stay on 
top of the water, since one hold was full of 
water, two others filling, and the integrity of 
several of the water tight compartments in 
doubt because of started seama, Capt. Sealby, 
through Jack R. Binns, the wireless operator, 
was flinging aerograms broadcast in the air. 

We know how the news got to Siasconeet, 
and how Siasconset fet the world know that 
the Republic was in straits. Binne had har- 
nessed a storage battery to his apparatus 
when the motors went out of business and 
was projecting Hertzian waves like a mad- 
man. 

He reached the Baltic, in bound, at 6 o'clock 
in the morning. The big steamship was 
rounding the Nantucket Shoals lightship at 
the time. It turned around on its keel and 
raced to the point indicated by Sealby’s call, 
latitude 40, longitude 70 


Ships Play Blind Man’s Buff. 

The Republic was not there. There was 
nothing to be seen but gray sea. Then the 
Baltic began a wonderful game of blind 
ship’s buff, peering and grouping over the 
sea for the vessel in trouble. Its wireless 
operator, Jack Tattersall, was firing ques- 
tions into the void as fast as he could send 
them, but the air was crowded with wireless 
messages. They interfered with the, Bal- 
tic efforts to talk to the Republic. All the 

ships for a hundred miles around were in- 
quiring, complaining, ordering, beseeching— 
bleating Uke 4 flock of sheep.

James B. Connelly, the writer of sea tales, 
wanted ta go in the first boat.

Oné of them, it was 
Spencer, the second steward, caught hold of 
Connelly and forcibly yanked. him back.

9 made ugly charges against 
some of the officers and men of the Baltic, ’ 
who in turn said unpleasant things about 
Connelly. In the mass of greater happen- 
ings the incident became trivial. 


Writer Accuses Baltic Officers. 

The writer also had some differences with 
the officers ot the Baltic which resulted in 
a much aggravated row before the steamer 
dockéd. As an experienced writer, Mr. Con- 
nelly was besieged with inquiries from news- 
papers and periodicals and requests for sto- 
ries.” The officers of the ship would not al- 
low him to reply to these messages by wire- 
less, sfying that in such a time the wireless 
capacity of the ship must be employed in the 
ship’s business. 
reason for this was the desire on the part of 
the company to suppress details of the dis- 
aster, except those which the company’s of- 
cers themselves chose to give out. 

Mr. Connelly’s brother, Michael, boarded 
the Baltic at quarantine, and a few minutes 
later the two were standing together and the 
writer was telling the newspaper men of the 
accident, surrounded by a circle of interested 
stewards, when one of the latter, taking um- 
brage at a statement made ‘by Connelly, 
shouted: 

That's a lie.“ And 11508 added: Tou' re 
e man who tried to get into the boats ahead 
of the women when we left the Republic.” 


Connelly Attacks a Steward. 

* Coward *’ was the last word of the stew- 
ard's attack. 

In a jiffy Michael Connelly had his hands 
om the neck of the Speaker. The stewards 
rushed in from all sides and to save the 
author trouble one of the omcers took hoid of 
Michael Connelly and stepping between him 
and the steward led him away. 

J. B. Connelly followed his and with 
a few friends the two wal sone distance 
away. There were a good many threats 
uttered by the stewards, as it wae feared that 
there might be trouble when the Connellys 
started to leave the ship. The disturbance 
quieted down, however, and except fora few 
passing allusions there was ng more trouble. 
Mr. Connelly insisted that there was a reason 
behind the action of the stewards—and inti- 
mated a plot to discredit In advance any- 
thing he might write later about theaccident. 


Sign Statement Accusing Writer. 
When he was aboard the Florida, declared } 
the men, Connolly walked-the decke with a | 
life preserver strapped around his waist. 
This statement was given out: 

“Dr. J. J. Marsh pushed Connolly back 
when he tried to go ahead of the women and 
children who were being transferred from 
the Florida to the Baltic. I stood at the top 
of the gangway for twelve hours without 
moving, and I saw this happen.“ 

This was signed by Second Steward 
Spencer. 

G. F. Fletcher, the Republic's barber, added 
his signature as the witness to Spenter’s and 
J. E. Matthews did the same. 

Mr. Connelly had no trouble in finding many 
passengers to testify that he had not rushed 
down the gangway in advance of the women 
and children, but, on the contrary, bad been 
busily engaged in examining thewreckage 
left by the Forida’s bow and was ordered by 
an officer of the ship to get into a boat which 
was then being filled and which, Mr. Connelly 
says, was the last to leave the wreck. 


Two Women Fall Into Water. 


There were a few accidents and only during 
the extraordinary process of transferring the 
passengers. Mrs. Alice Morse Karle, the au- 
thoress. missed her footing on the wet. slip- 
pery ladder. and fell into the sea. Life pre- 

servers fell all around her and upon her, but 
before she was in the slightest real danger a 
Hoat's crew had lifted her out, rolled her in a 
blanket, and started with her for the Baltic. 

An Italian woman managed to tumble over- 
board and was rescued as easily as Mrs. Darle 
was taken care of. 

The hardest task was to get the injured into 
the boats without causing them unbearable 
pain.

FLORIDA CREEPS INTO HARBOR. 


Vessel in Collision with the Republic 
Hivokes Wonder at Ship’s Escape ~ 
from Davy’s Locker. 


New York, Jan, 25.—[{Special.J—,With flag 
at half mast and two black cones swinging 
dismelly from the foremast as a warning to 
harbor craft that the vessel was not under 
control, the Florida came creeping out of the 
haze that hung over the harbor entrance this 
afternoon so badly crippled that it seemed 
a marvel the ship kept afloat. 

It was really only part of a p that the 
marine observers descried just about noon 


making its way slowly toward the lightship, 
and it looked even then with the harbor close 
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at hand that the vessel was about to go to 
the bottom. 

As the Florida steamed slowly along with 
stern high in the air and bow completely 
gone, it told more eloquently than words of 
the fearful blow which had come out of the 
mist and the darkness to send the Republic to 
the bottom. 

For thirty feet back of where the güne 
head used to ride the waves, yachtlike, the 
bow of the Italien had beem stove in, plates 
and all.

Praises Discipline of Crew. 

“Women in wrappers or in night dress, 
with shawis or blankets, wanted to make 
their way back to their rooms.

In those cases where more ap- 
parel was absolutely necessary, the stewards 
saw that it was brought, when such was 
possible.

Dis- 
tinctiona between first class passengers and 
steerage had been done away with We 
were all fellow passengers in distress. It 
was @ long, long time before we knew we 
were 90 be transferred to the Florida. 

“Finally Capt. Sealby turned himself 
toward us with his hand uplifted as a signal 
for our attention, which, needless to say, 
was quickly given. Then he said: ‘The 
passengers will be transferred to the steam- 
ship Florida.“ He told us women and chil- 
dren would be the first passengers. There 
was no jostiing and no exhibition of frenzy. 
All in all, the conduct of the women was ex- 
cellent. 

“It ie unfortunate that right at the start 
there should have been an exhibition by one 
of the men that was otherwise.

The fog was thinning out, but a north- 
easterly wind was kicking up a nasty sea, 
Capt. Perry signaled the Republic and Capt. 
Sealby replied he thought that if the sea 
went down his ship could be towed to some 
port or to some shoal spot and beached. 

Capt. Sealby and the crew of the Re 
public climbed back on board that vessel 
soon after they had been sighted by the 
Gresham, and then lines were sent to the 
Republic from the Furnessia and from the 
Gresham at 12:30 o'clock and efforts were 
made to tow the disabled steamship toward 
New York. 

It was hard towing. The Republi¢ was 
unmanageable. It would not steer and con- 
tinually swung around. The wind increased 
and kicked up a heavy sea and at 3 o'clock, 
when it was impossible to make any head- 
way, Capt. Perry signaled to Capt. Sealby 
that he thougiht it would be well to abandos 
the vessel, but Capt. Sealby refused, decler- 
lu he would stick by hie ship until it went 
ea. 

Crew Taken Off Republic. 

Capt. Sealby said he would let Capt. Perry 
know when he thought it advisable to take 
the crew off. The Republic had settled much 
more in the water. Shortly after thie Capt. 
Sealby signaled that he would send his crew 
to the Gresham, but he and his second offi- 
cer remained by the ship, Second Officer 
Williams declaring he would by his 


captain. 


Then the derelict destroyer Seneca arriveds 


and another hawser was stretched to the Re- 
public. The Furnessia took a line astern in 
order to try and steer the Republic, while 
the Gresham and Seneca did the towing.. 
Late in the afternoon the Furnessia cut the 
haweser, fearing the Republic might founder 
at any moment and possibly drag that ves- 
sel down When this was done the hawsers 
of the Gresham and Seneca were paid out 
to 180 fathome. 

The Republic was plunging In the seas, 
sometimes dipping so heavily that those who 
were watching it feared ſt would not rise 
again. Capt. Sealby end his plucky officer 
stuck to their posts on the bridge. 


Night of Perils Begins. 
As night closed down Capt. Sealby signaled 


he would burn a blue light when he thought | 


the end hed come, and a boat was kept in 
readiness on the Gresham to be sent to res- 


eue the captain and his officer. 


Sealby and Williams had been up an 
through the previous night.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 25.—[{Special.}—A

Indeed, with all due appreciation of the 
efforts of men who are seeking only the 
public good, it is only fair to remind 
them and the public that their judgment 
is not infallible. It shodld be given 
weight, even great weight. But it ahould 
be weighed with the facts as reasonable 
correctives. And it may be suggested 
that since personal judgment is more fair- 
ly challengeabie as to the efficiency than 
as to the honesty of an alderman, 4 
would be fitting for the league’s report 
to be signed by the full committee. This 
if not to suggest a doubt of the commit- 
tee’s rectitude, of which there is no sus- 
picion. But it is to assert that, since 
the community is asked to rely upon the 
personal judgments of the committee, it 
has a right to such knowledge of their 
identity and personality as will enable it 
to make the necessary discounts sensible 
men make as to all human judgments.

The Arenbergs represent « branch of the 
house of Ligne, and, although constituting 
the younger line, ie far and away the most 
important, wince the senior branch, who are 
known as princes of Ligne, are not me- 
diatized and are mere Belgiaf nobles. The 
Arenbergs, on the other hand, are every one 
of them by birth not merely princes and 
princesses but dukes and duchesses of Aren- 
berg—this being, se far as I am aware, the 
only mediatiged house where all the mem- 
bers have the ducal title from their eradle. 
This ducal title dates back from the 
ning of the seventeenth century, when it 
was conferred by the emperor of Germany 
in behalf of the Holy Roman. empire. 

The grandfather of the present Prince and 
Duke Augustus of Arenberg played an im- 
portant role in France at the beginning of 
the eighteenth century. His son, the late 
Prince Peter, had his foreign title of duke 
and prince confirmed by King Charlies X., 
who likewise created him a peer of France. 
Augustus of Arenberg is hie son and heir. 
Among the many scores of famous ancestors 
of the newly created knight grand cross 
of the Star of India, who is one of the most 
notable figures of the French turf, ie that 
Count Robert de la Marck, whose name is 
familiar to all the readers of the novels of 
Sir Walter Scott, and at the close of the 
eighteenth cemtury one of the Arenbergs, 
who also bore the title of comte de la Maren. 
was the friend of Mirabeau who acted as 
the go-between in the relations of that ceil- 
ebrated statesman and Queen Marie An- 
toinette. Another ancestor of the dukes and 
princes of Arenberg was that famous Flem- 
ish patriot Count Egmont, whose tragic fate 
has furnished the theme of one of Goethe's 
most stirring dramas and resulted in that 
insurrection which culmimeted in the eman- 
cipation of .the Netherlands from Spanish 
thralldom. a

FISH HATCHERY IN CHICAGO 
MAY BE ESTABLISHED SOON. 


Commissioner Bowers Will Recommend 
Congress to Authorize Such Action 
Before the Year Is Ended.

If the recommendations of George M. Bow- 
ers, United States commissioner of fisheries, 
meet with the favor of congress, Chicago will 
have a federal fish hatchery before the year 
is out. The plan wae ennounced by Mr. 
Bowers yesterday in Chicago while en route 
to Washington, D. C., after an extended 
tour of inspection of the government's fish 
hatohertee during’ which he has selected at 
Muscatine, Ia., the site for a federal mussel

“ The government’s fish businese has grown 
wonderfully within the last few years, said 
Cc Bowers. We planted 2,871. 
000 000 fishes and lobsters last year, and prob- 
ably will plant more than that number this 
year. If what I desire is carried out by con- 
a fieh hatchery will be established at 
Chicago this year.
